In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  the  adjourned 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  H.  M.  C.  Society,  was  held 
in  the  Vestry  of  the  Fort  Street  Church,  on  Saturday 
evening,  June  5th,  1880.  The  President  elect  Professor 
Alexander  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  it  was  opened 
with  the  customary  exercises.

REPORT  OF  RECORDING  SECRETAR1 


The  Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  has  held 
during  the  past  year,  twelve  regular  meetings.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  names  of  fifteen  persons  who  have  been 
made  eligible  by  ballot  to  membership  to  the  Society 
during  the  year.  Miss  Cynthia  Goulding,  Mr.  Fred. 
Stoltz,  Miss  E.  Arms,  Miss  Sarah  Kent,  Mr.  E.  Demp- 
sie,  Mr.  E.  Tucker,  F.  J-  Lowrev,  Miss  Irene  Ii,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  T.  G.  Thrum,  Mr.  G.  B.  Bishop,  John  J.  Jones, 
Miss  Jane  M.  Scudder,  Mr.  G.  F.  Garland,  Mr.  H.  J. 
Taylor. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  year  the  whole  number  of 
names  registered  stands  851  against  786  of  last  year, 
showing  an  increase  of  65.

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


The  Twenty-Eighth  Anniversary  of  the  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society  has  arrived,  and  reports  are 
called  for.  In  accordance,  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
presents  the  following  report : 

Missionary  Intelligence. 

On  the  return  of  the  Morning  Star  in  February,  let- 
ters were  received  from  the  two  Gilbert  Island,  Cate- 
chists,  who  are  now  supported  by  our  appropriation, 
formerly  our  pupils.  These  were  translated  for  the 
Society  by  Rev.  H.  Bingham,  and  showed  advancement 
and  worth  of  character. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Sturges  who   returned    in  the  Star,  for  a 
visit   East,   was  a  "  living  epistle,"  and   related  to  the 
1* 
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fortunate  cousins  in  Honolulu  many  particulars  of  the 
work  in  Ponape  and  the  Mortlock  Islands.  Spoke  of  his 
last  trip  through  the  group,  and  the  steady  progress  of  the 
work  ;  and  the  extenaion  of  the  mission  as  far  as  Ruk,  or 
Hogolu,  that  once  dreaded  island  ;  which  is  found  to  be 
peopled  by  the  same  teachable  race  of  people  as  the 
Mortlocks. 

Our  appropriation  of  last  year  was,  by  Mr.  Sturges, 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  small  light  boat  that  would 
assist  Obidia  and  Obidinia  to  go  with  ease  from  station 
to  station  in  their  lagoon.  This  disposition  of  the  funds 
was  approved  by  the  cousins.  It  is  an  indication  of  pro- 
gress, that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Logan  with  their  family  have 
remained  this  year  at  Lukanor,  one  of  the  principal  isl- 
ands of  that  group,  to  become  more  acquainted  with  the 
language,  and  to  prepare  books  for  the  group.  The  Gos- 
pel of  Mark,  and  a  volume  of  Bible  Stories,  were  sent  up 
by  the  Star  this  trip  to  be  printed,  and  sent  down  on  the 
return. 

Mr.  Doane  took  Mr.  Sturges'  place  at  Ponape,  and  Mr. 
Sturges  has  gone  to  the  United  States  to  meet  his  family, 
and  rest  and  recuperate. 

The  removal  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Whitney,  and  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Pease  from  Ebon  to  Kusaiae,  was  one  of  the 
events  of  the  past  year.  We  hope  to  hear  of  great  ad- 
vances in  the  training  schools  established  there. 

Miscellaneous  Letters. 
We  have  received  three  Postal  Cards  from  Rev.  T.  L. 
Gulick  of  Zaragozza,  Spain,  the  latest  of  these  dated 
April  7th,  1880,  was  received  in  Honolulu  May  16th. 
We  regret  to  learn  that  all  the  Reports  which  have  been 
forwarded  to  Spain  for  the  last  two  years  have  failed  to 
reach  there,  though  they  have  all  been  sent  by  way  of 
the  Missionary  House,  Boston.  But  we  shall  continue 
the  effort  till  we  hear  it  is  crowned  with  success  ;  having 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  agent  of  the  American  Board  on 
the  subject.  Our  cousin  has  not  sent  us  reports  of  his 
work  this  year,  but  we  read  them  in  the  Missionary 
Herald  and   other  papers.     One  item   of  news  on   his 


jatest  Postal  was,  "  To-day  brother  William  and  his  fam- 
ily sail  from  Liverpool  for  the  United  States." 

We  have  also  heard  in  an  indirect  way,  that  our  cous- 
ins Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  H.  Gulick  have  left  Japan  for  a  trip 
round  the  world,  via  China,  Indian  Ocean,  Suez  Canal, 
to  Spain,  and  thence  through  Europe  to  the  United 
States.  Mr.  O.  H.  G.'s  health,  through  unremitting 
labors  at  editorial  and  other  literary  work,  was  requiring 
rest  and  care.  His  brother  Rev.  John  Gulick  assumes 
the  charge  of  the  religious  newspaper  printed  in  the 
Japanese  language,  during  his  absence. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Theodore  Gulick  and  family  have  moved 
to  Japan. 

We  have  received  a  number  of  letters  or  remembrances 
from  absent,   members  of  this  Society. 

Gen.  S.  C.  Armstrong,  has  favored  us  with  frequent 
communications.  Besides  a  copy  of  the  "  Printed  Re- 
ports of  the  Hampton  Normal  and  Agricultural  Institutes 
for  1879,"  (a  very  interesting  pamphlet  of  some  size), 
we  have  had  three  letters.  The  first  of  these  dated  Sept. 
1st,  1879,  was  written  in  behalf  of  the  Home  for  Mis- 
sionary Children,  which  is  kept  by  Mrs.  E.  H.  WTalker  of 
Auburndale,  Mass.,  the  returned  widow  of  one  of  the 
Turkish  Missionaries.  An  endowment  is  now  sought  for 
this  Home,  and  Gen.  A.  having  been  appealed  to,  to  pre- 
sent its  claims  to  the  children  of  the  Hawaiian  Mission, 
entered  into  the  subject  with  his  characteristic  zeal  and 
self-sacrifice.  He  writes,  "  I  enclose  letters  which  speak 
for  themselves.  Mrs  Walker's  work  seems  admirable 
and  a  needed  one  ;  and  to  have  some  claims  on  all  of  us, 
though  none  of  our  family  have  had  any  help  from  the 
American  Board  in  this  country.  Will  you  kindly  bring 
this  matter  before  the  cousins.  I  will  be  one  of  twenty  to 
pay  five  dollars  a  year  to  Mrs.  Walker's  Home.  Should 
the  number  be  raised,  please  notify  me,  &c."  A  second 
letter  Sept.  23d,  contained  further  circulars  of  this  Home 
which  had  its  inauguration,  from  the  benevolent  desire 
of  Mrs.  Walker  to  help  Rev.  and  Mrs.  B.  G.  Snow  of 
Micronesia,  on  their  return  in  1868,  by  giving  a  good 
home  to  their  children. 


This  proposal  of  Gen.  Armstrong's  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  to  examine  to  present  as  they 
thought  best  to  the  cousins  here.  It  has  as  yet  made  no 
great  progress. 

A  third  letter  from  Gen.  A.  presented  to  our  kindly 
notice,  the  select  school  for  gir\s  of  Miss  Adele  Brewer 
of  Stockbridge,  Mass.  Miss  B.  is  a  sister  of  Prof.  Fisk 
P.  Brewer,  the  husband  of  Julia  M.  Richards.  He  says, 
"  this  small  select  school  is  in  the  most  beautiful  village 
of  New  England,  and  it  has  occurred  to  me,  that  some 
at  the  Islands  might  be  glad,  to  send  young  girls  to  such 
a  quiet  and  excellent  school."  A  letter  from  Miss 
Brewer  herself,  with  circulars  of  "  Hillside  Home,"  was 
received  by  the  Secretary  and  was  acknowledged.  Any 
one  who  desires  a  circular,  can  obtain  one  from  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary.  We  have  received  from  Miss 
Helen  Ludlow  a  printed  account  of  the  "  Indian  Work 
at  Hampton,"  and  later  still,  the  account  of  the  burning 
down  in  the  Winter  of  1879,  of  one  of  their  fine  build- 
ings. The  loss  was  fully  covered  by  insurance.  We 
are  anticipating  with  great  pleasure  the  visit  of  Gen.  S. 
C.  A.  to  his  Hawaiian  Home  this  Summer.  A  cata- 
logue of  Grinnell  College,  Iowa,  for  1S79-80,  from  Prof. 
P.  Brewer,  shows  his  present  employment,  as  Professor  of 
Greek  and  modern  languages  there.  And  a  paper  with  a 
marked  article  giving  an  account  of  the  success  of  Rev. 
Sam'l  L.  Conde,  as  an  Evangelist  in  Pennsylvania,  has 
been  lately  received. 

Miss  Lucy  White,  now  a  student  at  Smith  College, 
Northampton,  Mass.,  sent  a  very  entertaining  letter  dated 
Oct.  18th,  1879.  On  that  drear  autumnal  day,  she  had 
been  reading  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Society,  and  her 
thoughts  flew  to  sunny  Hawaii ;  and,  after  a  re-visit  in 
fancy  to  her  loved  home  with  repentant  longings  for  an 
indoor  seat  in  the  circle  at  a  Cousins'  Meeting,  she  ex- 
claims, "  Dear  Society  !  Was  there  ever  another  just  like 
you  ?  I  think  there  never  was  or  could  be."  After  giv- 
ing us  a  peep  at  the  lofty  themes  the  Sophomores  were 
grappling  with  as  composition  Essays,  as,  "Modern  Idola- 
try  of    Culture,"    "  Perils    of    an    Educated    Woman," 


"  True  Philosophy  of  Benevolence,"  she  closes  with  an 
''Aloha  Nui  "  to  the  Cousin  Band. 

A  second  letter  just  received,  dated  April  30th,  1880, 
revels  in  the  returning  beauties  of  Spring,  and  adds, 
"  Commencement  is  hard  upon  us  again.  Less  than 
seven  weeks  will  see  the  Alma  Mater  deserted  and  lone- 
ly." She  then  mentions  that  the  President  of  Smith's 
College,  who  is  weak  and  ill,  is  advised  to  try  a  trip  to 
our  Islands  for  his  health,  and  she  is  urging  him  on. 
Bespeaks  for  him — should  he  come — a  true  cousinly 
welcome.  Among  other  acknowledgments  that  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  has  received  of  the  Annual  Report, 
was  a  graceful  little  note  from  Lillie  Bean,  who  was  a 
mere  baby  when  admitted  to  our  number,  but  has  grown 
up  to  a  true  appreciation  of  our  work. 

Our  latest  letter  claiming  notice,  is  from  Mrs.  Julia  M. 
Brewer,  who  writes  from  Grinnell,  Iowa,  April  28,  1880, 
thus,  "  I  would  like  to  send  a  general  invitation  to  all  "the 
cousins"  who  remember  me,  if  they  should  pass  through 
Grinnell,  to  stop  and  pay  me  a  visit.  I  think  there  must 
be  a  good  many  of  our  Sandwich  Island  friends  who  do 
pass  through  here  ;  for  Grinnell  is  on  the  line  of  the 
"  Chicago,  Kock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad,"  and  con- 
nects with  the  "  Union  and  Central  Pacific  road,"  at 
Omaha. 

11  If  my  friends  who  pass  here,  would  only  stop  over  for 
one  train,  it  would  give  a  few  hours  for  chat,  and  be 
enough  for  a  very  pleasant  renewal  of  friendship,  at  least 
for  me." 

The  following  items  in  regard  to  the  schools  on  these 
Islands  in  which  we  have  beneficiaries,  have  been  prepar- 
ed by  the  Home  Secretary,  and  will  give  some  idea  of  our 

Educational  Work  at  Home. 

In  reply  to  inquiries  sent  mostly  in  April,  we  have  re- 
ceived interesting  letters  from  six  institutions  of  learning, 
from  which  we  cull  the  following  : 

Miss  E.  K.  Bingham,  of  Kawaiahao  Seminary,  which 
she  styles,  the  "first  adopted  child  of  this  Society,"  states  : 
h  A  part  of  this   year   we  have  had  forty-eight  names  on 
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the  list  at  one  time,  but  forty-five  at  present.  Since  last 
December,  three  of  our  little  ones  have  been  removed  by 
the  malarial  fever  which  has  bereaved  many  a  household 
this  past  winter,  thus  making  five  little  ones  taken  since 
January,  1879.  One  of  the  three  was  Emma  Puuohao, 
one  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Hawaiian  Mission  Child- 
ren's Society,  and  a  child  of  much  promise.  Her  mother 
was  one  of  Mr.  O.  Gulick's  pupils." 

"  One  of  our  girls,  though  only  fifteen,  was  married 
last  month  to  a  young  Hawaiian  of  good  reputation,  and 
within  the  last  six  months,  four  of  our  former  pupils  have 
married  Hawaiian,  Chinese,  and  white  men. 

"  The  school  has  been  visited  with  measles,  mumps, 
and  a  few  cases  of  fever,  my  two  assistants  having  a 
heavy  pressure  during  my  absence  at  Hilo,  which  was 
greatly  prolonged  by  a  serious  accident,  dislocation  of  the 
right  shoulder.  We  have  great  occasion  for  thankful- 
ness on  account  of  the  gpneral  quiet  and  good  behavior  of 
the  school,  and  the  kindness  and  interest  of  friends  in 
seeing  that  the  necessary  wants  of  the  school  were  sup- 
plied. The  Board  of  Education  have  aided  us,  besides 
the  Capitation  Fees,  with  a  solicited  grant  of  one  thous- 
and dollars,  which  was  expended  in  additions  and  im- 
provements, during  the  completion  of  which,  the  school 
was  disbanded  for  a  much  longer  period  than  during  any 
previous  year. 

"  We  rejoice  in  the  hope  that  some  of  the  older  girls 
have  come  to  Christ  during  the  past  year.  Two  men- 
tioned in  the  last  Keport  united  with  Mr.  Kuaea's  church 
in  July. 

11  Besides  our  regular  teachers,  Miss  M.  Flaxman,  and 
Miss  Emma  Napoleon,  we  have  been  aided  in  teaching 
at  various  times,  by  Miss  Sarah  Kent,  Miss  Mary  Hopper, 
Miss  Lily  Baldwin,  and  Miss  Ada  Tanner.  For  six 
weeks  this  spring,  Mrs.  Capt.  Bray  rendered  kindly  assist- 
ance in  teaching  and  otherwise. 

"  The  names  of  those  aided  in  our  school  by  the  Cous- 
ins' Society  the  past  year  are  Hattie  Kanoa,  Emma  Kapu, 
(professors  of  religion  and  daughters  of  Gilbert  Island 
missionaries,)  Emma  Puuohao,  (deceased  last  February,) 
and  since  her  death,  Lilia  Waiwaiole." 
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Miss  M.  E.  Green  unhesitatingly  says  that  she  "  enjoys 
her  labors,"  and  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  the  "past  year 
has  been  to  the  Waialua  Seminary  one  of  unusual  pros- 
perity. Number  of  pupils  in  all  over  sixty,  present  num- 
ber fifty-five.  The  youngest  two  and  one-half  years  of 
age,  the  oldest  twenty-four.  There  has  been  no  serious 
illness,  no  death.  The  American  Board  has  furnished 
one  thousand  dollars  for  salaries  of  assistant  teachers. 
Honolulu  friends  have  not  failed  to  remember  us,  and  our 
President  and  Board  of  Trustees  have  evinced  the  same 
kind  attention  that  has  marked  their  course  from  the  first. 
»'  Miss  A.  N.  Royce  and  Miss  Olivia  Byrne  are  effici- 
ent and  faithful  workers  here.  The  former  leaves^us  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year,  the  latter  remains  at  her 
post. 

*'  Five  pupils  are  supported  by  your  Society.  Martha 
Waterhouse,  Ada  Waterhouse,  Susan  Puhi,  Becky  Ana- 
pu,  and  Addie  Keone. 

"  Our  eldest,  Hattie  Kanui,  expects  to  leave  us  as  a 
missionary  to  Micronesia  in  June.  A  pupil  of  ours  at 
the  Makawao  Female  Seminary,  for  a  year  and  a  half, 
when  it  was  destroyed  by  fire.  She  then  returned  to  her 
Hana  home.  In  Jan.  1S79,  she  entered  this  school, 
whose  love  and  esteem  she  has  thoroughly  won.  She 
will  go  bearing  our  fondest  wishes  for  herself  and  the 
companion  of  her  choice." 

Miss  Green  closes  by  urging  us  to  "  send  more  pupils, 
send  more  teachers,  and  last  but  not  least  breathe  a  fond 
wish  that  the  Board  of  Education,  will  help  us  to  a  com- 
fortable convenient  Home,  as  shall  bear  suitable  compare 
with  the  number  of  its  inmates." 

Miss  H.  E.  Carpenter  says  that  Makawao  Seminary 
"  has  had  new  experiences  this  year.  All  are  perfectly 
well  now,  but  we  have  had  much  sickness  since  August, 
when  measles  first  appeared.  Dec.  21st,  death  came  to 
us  for  the  first  time,  taking  Puniwai  Pilipo,  who,  without 
doubt,  contracted  fever  in  Honolulu.  Her  last  work  with 
us  was  the  teaching  the  little  girls,  ■ Yea,  though  1  walk 
through  the  valley,  &c.'  We  have  reason  to  hope  this  pro- 
mise   was    verified    to   her.     Other  cases  of  sickness  fol- 
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lowed,  and  in  Feb.  another  was  iaken  by  death  from  our 
number.  Two  others  died  at  their  homes.  One  of  these 
has  been  supported  by  the  H.  M.  C.  S.  for  three  years, 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Nawahine.  She  was  a  dear  little 
girl,  nine  years  old,  bright,  intelligent,  and  I  trust,  one  of 
Jesus'  own  lambs.  Out  of  sixty  different  pupils  since 
August  1st,  we  have  only  thirty-eight  now.  Miss  Perry 
was  with  us  till  Oct.,  later,  Mrs.  Brette.  Miss  Lily  Sniffen 
has  been  faithful  the  entire  year  as  assistant  pupil,  and 
others  of  the  older  girls  have  rendered  good  service. 
The  appropriation  of  the  H.  M.  C.  S.  has  been  used  for 
the  daughters  of  Rev.  Mr.  Pali,  and  the  daughter  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Nawahine.  Other  children  of  Hawaiian  ministers 
are  here  without  any  pledged  support. 

Miss  E.  M.  Lyons  write  from  Mauna  Oliva  Home, 
Kohala.  "  Hitherto  has  the  Lord  led  us.  He  still  leads 
and  we  will  follow.  After  a  dispersion  of  nine  weeks  in 
the  summer,  thirty-eight  pupils  were  in  their  places  very 
promptly,  to  begin  work  on  August  1st.  After  less  than 
a  month  at  books,  we  had  a  spell  of  nursing  patients 
with  measles, — thirty  were  down  at  once.  It  passed 
lightly  however,  and  was  soon  gone.  Since  then,  the 
health  of  all  has  been  better  than  last  year,  with  no  sick- 
ness to  speak  of ;  although,  at  present,  we  are  suffering  a 
flying  visit  from  the  mumps." 

"  Our  last  year's  associates,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dyer  com- 
menced a  quiet  home  life  with  their  two  little  ones  in 
October,  so  we  were  alone  for  a  few  months.  The  new 
year  brought  Miss  Paty,  who  has  given  a  helping  hand 
where  much  needed." 

"  The  beneficiaries  of  the  Society  are  Kanoho,  Kala, 
Kaai,  and  Alice  Lewis.  We  can  labor  for  them,  but 
leave  the  results  in  higher  hands,  hoping  that  we  may 
reap  if  we  faint  not." 

Rev.  T.  B.  Hascall,  Lahainaluna  Seminary,  gives  this 
gratifying  account  of  "  two  boys,  sons  of  Hawaiian  miss- 
ionaries at  the  Marshall  Islands,  Paul  Aea  and  Joseph 
Kapali,  who  were  transferred  to  this  institution  from  the* 
Haleakala  Boys'  School,  when  it  was  discontinued,  about 
two  years  ago.     The  boys  were,  at  that  time,  about  thir- 
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teen  years  of  age,  and  had  been  assisted  by  the  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society.  During  the  first  year  here, 
they  were  still  assisted  by  your  Society,  bat  they  have 
been  self  supporting  since  June,  1879.  The  boys  being 
encouraged  not  only  to  do  what  they  could  toward  self 
support,  but.  to  seek  to  lay  up  something  for  future  needs, 
have,  each  of  them,  iu  my  hands,  cash  to  their  credit,  of 
their  own  earnings.  They  are  both  above  the  average  in 
intelligence,  and  proficiency  in  study,  and  of  Joseph  Ka- 
pali,  1  can  say  with  truth,  there  is  not  a  more  reliable, 
truthful  and  obedient  boy  in  the  school." 

.Rev.  Mr.  Oleson,  Hilo  Boarding  School  for  Boys,  thus 
speaks  of  the  three  aided  by  this  Society,  and  also  of  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  institution  : 

"  William  and  John  Kapu,  and  Paila  Aea,  are  in  ex- 
cellent health,  and  making  commendable  progress  in  their 
studies.  John,  the  youngest,  has  had  a  long  siege  of  in- 
flammatory rheumatism.  Is  now  about  well,  and  gaining 
strength  daily.  These  three  boys  are  all  young,  the  old- 
est being  a  year  and  a  half  below  the  average  age  of  the 
school,  but  they  are  the  gainers  by  it,  as  they  can  more 
readily  accommodate  themselves  to  the  pronunciation  and 
use  of  the  English  language,  than  oldor  boys  can  hope  to 
do.  Steady  advance  has  been  made  in  raising  the  grade 
in  English  toward  the  high  grade  held  by  the  school  in 
former  years,  when  Hawaiian  was  the  medium  of  instruc- 
tion." 

Personal  Items. 

Under  this  heading,  it  seems  not  inappropriate  to  men- 
tion that  the  Reminiscences  of  Hawaiian  Missionary  life 
of  Mrs.  Lucy  G.  Thurston,  (which  were  first  read  by 
herself  at  the  Jubilee  Exercises  in  Honolulu,  in  1870,) 
are  now  published  in  book  form  ;  the  work  having  been 
done  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  under  the  care  of  cousin 
Sam'l  C.  Andrews.  The  volume  will  soon  be  for  sale 
here.  Mrs.  M.  T.  Benfield  and  A.  L.  Smith,  are  the 
agents  for  it  on  these  Islands.  We  believe  many  of  the 
cousins  both  at  home  and  abroad,  will  be  eager  to  possess 
a  copy  of  this  valuable  work.  The  price  is  set  as  low  as 
possible,  to  cover  the  cost,  &c. 
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We  have  received  from  Mr.  Henry  A.  Kinney  of  Wai- 
luku,  (in  answer  to  a  letter  of  inquiry),  some  facts  of 
interest  about  his  sister  Lulie's  family.  "  She  was  mar- 
lied  the  second  time  to  Mr.  James  B.  Morris  at  Washing- 
ton College,  Washington  Corners  Alameda  Co.  Cal.  Her 
home  now  is  in  Sonoma,  Cal.  She  has  five  children, 
four  by  her  present  marriage.  The  last  two  are  twin 
girls  ;  15  months  of  age.  Lottie  Rice,  her  eldest,  is  nine 
years  old,  and  as  sweet  a  child  as  one  could  desire." 

Mr.  H.  A.  Kinney's  own  marriage  having  never  been 
inserted  in  our  record,  we  quote  further  from  his  letter. 
"  My  wife's  name  was  Selma  S.  Schaudorffof  Copenha- 
gen, Denmark.  She  was  teacher  of  music,  painting, 
drawing,  and  the  modern  languages  at  Washington  Col- 
lege, at  the  same  time  that  I  was  head  master.  We 
were  married  on  the  24th  of  May,  1877.  We  lost  our 
first  boy,  Arthur,  while  on  a  visit  to  New  York,  just  two 
years  ago.  Harry  Walsworth,  our  2d.  son,  was  born  at 
Wailuku,  July  15th,  1879."

Deaths. 

The  past  has  been  a  year  ot  unusual  bereavement  in 
our  band. 

The  aged  saint,  ripe  for  glory,  the  business  man  in  the 
prime  of  life,  the  man  in  full  vigor  of  strength, 
the  young  husband  and  father;  the  loving  mother  of 
tender  babes,  the  maiden  just  blooming  into  woman 
hood,  the  loveliest  buds  of  childhood;  and  the  tender  in- 
fant of  few  days,    such    deep   sorrows  have  we  to  record. 

At  Hanalei,  Kauai,  July,  1879,  faded  away,  Julia  Bindt 
in  her  fourteenth  year. 

In  Honolulu,  Aug.  1879,  after  a  decline  of  several 
months,  in  which  extreme  suffering  was  borne  with  ex- 
emplary patience  and  resignation;  passed  away,  Joseph  P. 
Cooke,  leaving  a  void  in  home,  business,  and  social  cir- 
cles, "  peculiarly  his  own,"  and  filling  the  whole  Island 
community  with  profound  sorrow. 

In  October,  1879,  like  a  thunder  clap  from  a  clear  sky, 
came  the  stroke,  when  the  words  "  William  Damon  is 
dead  !"  fell  on  us.  Typhoid  fever  ran  its  swift  fierce 
race,  and  the  strong  model  of  perfect  young  manhood  was 
felled  despite  every  effort  of  human  skill  and  love. 
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The  three  months  that  followed  that  loss,  were  months 
of  anxiety,  watching,  suspense  and  anguish.  Honolulu 
was  visited  by  a  wave  of  sickness,  a  malarial  fever, 
typhoid  in  type,  and  scarcely  a  family  was  wholly  ex- 
empt. Many  deaths  occurred  to  our  membership.  In  the 
month  of  December,  the  Reaper  came  to  three  house- 
holds, for  "  the  flowers  they  most  did  love."  Little  May 
Whitney,  five  years  old,  Freddie  Banning  just  turned 
ten,  and  Sammie  Nott,  aged  eight,  were  borne  to  the 
grave.  Yet  we  would  gratefully  remember  that  many 
of  our  sick  were  spared,  and  raised  up  again. 

The  shining  gates  have  opened  to  receive  two  way- 
worn pilgrims,  with  shouts  of  gladness,  to  the  ■«  host  "  of 
missionary  fathers  and  mothers,  who  have  "  passed  the 
floods." 

October,  1879,  Mrs.  Rebecca  W.  Johnstone,  at  the 
venerable  age  of  87,  gladly  welcomed  the  messenger,  for 
whom  in  her  blindness  and  loneliness  she  had  long 
waited.  And  Jan.  19th,  1880,  the  Happy  New  Year 
opened  for  Mrs.  Maria  P.  Chamberlain.  After  a  life  of 
incessant  activity  and  usefulness,  only  three  brief  year 
of  infirmity  were  hers,  which  were  still  years  of  un- 
abated cheerfulness.  Natural  to  the  last,  her  loving 
words  and  looks  ceased  only  when  the  sleep  of  uncon- 
sciousness fell.  Then  her  work  was  done,  and  she  woke 
among  the  blessed. 

But  the  few  months  that  have  sped  of  1880,  record 
seven  additional  losses. 

At  Haiku,  Maui,  in  Feb.  the  beloved  only  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  G,  E.  Beckwith,  George  E.  Jr.,  child  of  rare 
promise,  aged  eleven.  At  the  same  place,  the  infant  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Alexander,  but  a  few  weeks 
old.  And  in  the  same  month,  died  little  Lorrin  Claudius 
Andrews,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam'l  C.  Andrews  of 
Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  aged  three  months. 

March  4th,  1880,  and  another  lightning  stroke  of  be- 
reavement, was  the  death  of  Clarence  M.  Cooke,  of  this 
same  malarial  fever,  leaving  his  young  widow  and  a  babe 
of  six  months,  and  the  month  had  not  closed  before  an- 
other little  one,  Nattie  H.  Baldwin  youngest  son  of  our 
2# 
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cousins  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  Dwight  Baldwin  was  called  to 
the  angels. 

On  the  4th  of  May,  1880,  Mrs.  Robert  lVl"  Andrews, 
who  came  to  these  snores  from  California  with  her  hus- 
band scarce  two  years  since,  and  who  had  won  a  warm 
place  in  the  hearts  of  the  few,  who  had  been  favored  to 
know  her  well,  laid  down  her  earthly  cross  ;  and  gained 
her  crown;  leaving  two  little  sons,  one  three  years,  and 
the  other  a  year  old,  to  perpetuate  her  memory  among 
us.     Her  disease  was  swift  consumption. 

Still  another  dear  mother  whom  we  most  of  us,  knew 
and  loved  from  childhood,  has  been  called  away  from  her 
little  ones,  Mrs.  Sarah  (Dimond)  Kinney  died  in  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  a  few  days  after  the  birth  of  the  little 
daughter  last  mentioned.  She  leaves  four  little  daughters; 
and  had  three  precious  babes  to  greet  her  in  the  land  where 
tears  are  unknown. 

Let  us  not  strive  vainly  to  pry  into  the  Divine  counsels 
in  these  frequent  strokes  of  His  Hand,  but  with  childlike 
faith  exclaim, 

"  Even  so  Father  !  for  so  it  seemed 
Good  in  Thy  sight." 

Since  the  first  portion  of  our  report  was  prepared,  we 
have  learned  the  good  news  that  the  Micronesian  Mis- 
sion is  to  be  reinforced  this  year,  quite  strongly.  Rev. 
Horace  G.  Taylor  and  family,  Rev.  Alfred  C.  Walkup 
and  wife,  and  Rev.  S.  K.  Maunaloa  and  wife,  being  ex- 
pected to  leave  in  the  next  trip  of  the  Morning  Star.

*  The  proceeds  from  the  Mortlock  shells  this  year  were  divided  equally 
between  the  Hawaiian  Board  and  this  Society. 

The  appropriation  list  of  last  year  calls  fsr  the  sum  of 
$900.00  for  support  of  youth  in  Hawaiian  Boarding 
Schools  ;  the  report  just  read  accounts  for  $750.00  of  this 
amount.  The  sum  of  $150.00  which  was  appropriated 
for  boys  at  Lahainaluna  Seminary  has  not  been  drawn, 
as  the  boys  have  been  able  to  support  themselves,  and 
lay  up  a  litle  money  besides. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  have  been  able  to  get  the 
Annual  Report  printed  for  much  less  this  year  than  last, 
which  has  much  reduced  our  expenses  for  the  year. 

As  the  Society  has  made  appropriations  for  the  com- 
ing year  amounting  to  $1,800,  which  is  a  much  larger 
sum  than  has  ever  been  voted  before,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  each  member  to  make  an  extra  effort  in  order  to  ena- 
ble the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  payments  as  they  become 
due. 

The  Treasurer  would  add,  that  about  $400.00  of  the 
amount  appropriated  is  to  be  paid  out  almost  immediately, 
and  he  hopes  the  cousins  and  friends  will  be  prompt  in 
meeting  these  demands. 

Our  Permanent  Fund  now  amounts  to  over  $900.00, 
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the  exact  amount  we  cannot  state.  We  are  very  glad  to 
be  able  to  report  a  donation,  to  this  Fund,  of  $25.00  from 
Alfred  H.  Smith  of  Kauai,  and  hope  that  it  will  be  still 
farther  increased  by  donations  from  others  during  the 
coming  year.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  RETIRING  PRESIDENT, 
Kev.  C.  M.  Hyde,  D.  D. 


Are  Souls  worth  Saving? 

A  French  ship-master  was  once  telling  the  story  of  his 
shipwreck  off  the  coast  of  England.  One  of  his  hearers 
asked  him,  "  How  did  you  know  it  was  the  English 
Coast  ?"  "  Because  the  life  boats  came  so  quickly  to  my 
rescue,"  was  his  reply. 

This  incident  shows  in  most  favorable  light  one  char- 
acteristic of  the  English  nation.  It  is  only  one  of  many 
such  testimonies  that  might  be  given  in  praise  of  English 
philanthropy.  With  all  that  there  may  be  of  doubtful 
esteem  in  other  traits  of  English  character,  the  world  re- 
cognizes and  honors  the  English  people's  regard  for  men 
as  men,  and  their  ready  sympathy  for  suffering  humanity 
of  every  clime  or  nation. 

In  the  world's  history  there  stands,  foremost  above  all 
others,  one,  whose  name  marks  alike  the  most  noteworthy 
epoch  in  the  ages  past  and  the  highest  type  of  human 
character.  I  need  not  inform  this  audience  whose  name 
it  is  to  whom  all  the  ages  point,  whose  name  it  is  that  is 
linked  with  all  that  is  sweetest,  brightest,  purest,  best  in 
the  hopes  as  in  the  history  of  mankind.  Would  we  extol 
what  is  most  admirable  in  human  excellence,  it  is  not 
English  philanthropy  nor  Jewish  religiousness,  but  Christ- 
ian magnanimity,  Christian  heroism,  Christian  virtue  that 
we  commend.     Believer  and  unbeliever  alike  unite  in  re- 
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vering  the  name  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the  Christ  of  God, 
however  they  may  differ  in  opinion  as. to  reverencing  him 
as- the  Divine  Redeemer,  God  incarnate. 

But  that  in  Jesus  Christ's  life  and  character  which 
makes  his  name  thus  highly  extolled,  thus  divinely  ador- 
ed, is  that  which  alike  in  his  personal  and  his  official 
name  marks  the  object  of  his  life,  Jesus  Christ,  the  de- 
yinely  appointed  Savior  of  Mankind.  If  he  had  no 
purpose  nor  power  to  save,  if  his  words  and  acts  do  not 
give  evidence  of  such  purposed  and  accomplished  salvation, 
then  His  is  the  most  absurdly  belauded  character  ever 
known  among  men.  If  in  any  character  or  life,  glorified 
as  Christian,  there  is  no  thought  or  desire  of  taking  part 
in  the  salvation  which  the  Lord  Jesus  claims  to  have 
secured  and  offers  to  mankind,  the  one  element  of  vital 
importance  in  all  that  Christ  said  or  did  is  strangely  left 
out  of  sight.  It  was  the  love  of  souls,  and  this,  manifest- 
ed in  the  Divine  plan  of  salvation  wrought  out  in  the 
sufferings  and  sacrifice  of  Gethsemane  and  on  Calvary, — 
not  merely  an  ''enthusiasm  of  humanity,"  ready  with 
helpful  ministries  of  sympathy  for  human  want  or  weak- 
ness,—  it  was  not  philanthropy  or  humanity,  but  Divine 
compassion,  self-sacrificing  love  in  behalf  of  a  sinful 
world,  that  brought  Jesus  from  heaven  to  earth  on  that 
wondrous  errand  of  saving,  the  salvation  of  human  souls, 
in  danger  of  a  mere  terrible  doom  than  any  shipwrecked 
mariner  can  recount. 

There  is  a  true  as  well  as  a  talse  ideal  of  Christian 
work  and  worth.  The  times  in  which  we  live  demand  of 
us  not  so  much  new  ideas  in  regard  to  Christian  truths 
and  hopes,  as  that  the  minds  of  men  should  be  recalled  to 
correcter  conceptions  of  the  nature  of  Christ's  work  and 
closer  conformity  to  the  standard  of  conduct  and  character 
He  has  given  us  in  His  life  and  words. 

In  the  few  moments  I  am  privileged  to  address  you 
this  evening,  in  accordance  with  the  time  honored  custom 
of  this  society,  I  wish  to  do  what  I  may  to  help  forward 
the  great  object  for  which  this  society  was  organized.  It 
is  in  virtue  of  the  imperishable  worth  of  that  object,  and 
the  invincible  persistency  of  those  who  truly  believe  in  it, 
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that  this  society  has  not  only  a  name  to  live,  but  has  a 
widely  known  and  honored  record  of  a  career  of  rare  use- 
fulness for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  In.  the 
name  by  which  this  society  is  known,  the  Hawaiian  Mis- 
sion Children's  Society,  there  is  an  implied  consecration 
to  one  great  object  of  endeavor,  which  has  made  the 
names  of  the  fathers  of  the  Hawaiian  Mission,  synony- 
mous with  devotion,  zeal  and  success  in  that  missionary 
work  which  in  its  very  name  identifies  us  in  purpose  and 
I  endeavor  with  the  great  work  which  the  Lord  Jesus 
came  to  do. 

Great  has  been  the  change  in  these  islands  since  that 
voyage  of  the  brig  Thaddeus  from  Boston  around  Cape 
Horn.  Only  a  brief  time  before  the  arrival  of  the  mission- 
aries, the  King  had  been  the  foremost  act  or  in  throwing 
off  the  oppressive  restrictions  of  a  religion  of  cruelty  and 
terror.  It  is  because  of  the  religion  then  introduced  and 
accepted,  that  to-day  the  Hawaiian  Kingdom,  the  solitary 
instance  of  such  beneficent  and  radical  change  of  na- 
tional, as  well  as  ecclesiastical  polity,  stands  among  the 
nationalities  of  Christendom  an  independent  and  co- 
ordinate sovereignty.  It  was  not  because  of  its  commer- 
cial importance,  or  its  political  greatness,  but  because  it 
it  was  recognized  as  a  Christian  nation,  that  this  little 
archipelago  secured  its  acknowledgement  by  the  great 
powers  of  Christendom  as  an  independent  sovereignty. 
In  1820,  the  need  and  the  demand  of  the  hour  was  for 
foundation  work,  for  Christianization,  and  for  civilization. 
In  1880,  there  is  neither  call  nor  desire  to  build  anew 
the  foundations  our  fathers  laid  so  well,  but  rather  to 
carry  onward  and  upward  the  structure  of  Christian  soci- 
ety on  the  basis  of  truly  Christian  character.  The  same 
diligence  of  endeavor,  the  same  fixedness  of  purpose,  is 
needed  now  as  then.  But  care  must  now  be  taken  to 
secure  symmetrical  development  of  our  Christian  civiliza- 
tion. There  must  be  no  mere  fussiness  of  mechanical 
routine,  in  place  of  earnest  personal  engagedness  in  a  work 
of  one's  own  rational  choice,  and  wise  endeavor.  There 
must  be  no  attempt  at  mere  superficial  ornamentation 
that  shall  call  away  the  attention  from  inward  faults  and 
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deficiencies  which  may  weaken  the  whole  building,  and 
bring  it  in  no  long  time  in  ruins  to  the  ground.  There 
must  be  no  farcical  displays  of  ill-dressed  and  ill-trained 
soldiery  in  place  of  well-trained  and  well-behaved  school 
children.  There  must  be  no  long  array  of  over-paid 
government  officials  in  place  of  good  school  houses,  good 
roads,  and  impartial  administration  of  wholesome  legis- 
lation. 

'  When  the  missionary  enterprises,  that  have  brought 
such  lustre  on  these  latter  days,  were  first  undertaken, 
preachers  and  periodicals  in  advocating  these  enterprises, 
most  commonly  sought  to  make  a  strong  impression  on 
the  minds  of  men,  by  calculations  in  regard  to  the  vast 
numbers  of  the  heathen  that  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel  must  sink  into  eternal  misery.  But  the  calcula- 
tion took  for  granted,  that  the  thought  of  the  sad  condition 
of  this  vast  multitude  of  souls,  exposed  to  the  peril  of 
eternal  death  without  any  knowledge  of  the  Way  of  Life, 
would  awaken  the  deepest  tenderest  interest  in  every 
Christian  heart.  And  such  undoubtedly  was  the  effect 
then  on  many  a  heart,  roused  by  the  presentation  of  such 
facts  to  a  holy  enthusiasm,  an  unquenchable  ardor  of  de- 
votion, in  the  endeavor  to  save  some  souls  from  this  over- 
whelming doom  to  wretchedness  and  woe. 

Do  such  facts  and  reasonings  as  once  made  such  deep 
impression  utterly  fail  of  any  like  effect  in  these  days  ? 
Are  Christian  hearts  less  Christian  than  they  were  fifty 
years  ago?  JNo.  The  facts  are  just  as  undeniable  now 
as  they  were  then.  The  spirit  of  Christian  philanthropy 
is  more  widely  spread  than  ever  before.  The  means  at 
its  disposal  are  more  generously  proffered.  But  the  work 
presents  itself  to  us  in  this  critical  age  in  a  new  aspect. 
There  is  a  glow  and  brightness  about  first  experiences 
that  is  delightful  to  witness  or  to  enjoy;  but  in  the  very 
nature  of  things  it  is  temporary.  Only  for  a  brief  mo- 
ment can  the  roseate  hues  of  early  dawn  entrance  our  ad- 
miring gaze.  The  advancing  day  sheds  its  revealing 
light  over  the  whole  circle  of  our  vision,  and  from  our 
rapturous  enjoyment  of  the  far  off  mystic  glories  of  the 
heavenly  sphere,  our  attention  is  called  to  our  more  im- 
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mediate  surroundings  and  the  daily  task  that  in  its  press- 
ing urgency  absorbs  our  energies.  To  us  in  these  times,  in 
these  lands,  in  the  progress  of  the  missionary  enterprise, 
the  romance  of  unexpected,  surprising  changes,  as  great 
as  from  night  to-day,  belongs  mainly  to  the  past.  Now 
that  the  glow  of  early  enthusiasm  has  had  opportunity 
to  abate,  since  the  results  of  missionary  labor  have  been  so 
far  attained,  that  we  can  in  some  measure  more  fairly 
estimate  their  relative  importance  and  permanence,  the  old 
question  comes  up  in  a  new  form,  Are  souls  worth  sav- 
ing ?  Is  the  work  of  missions  to  the  heathen  neither 
the  foolhardy  enterprise,  which  many  are  ready  to  de- 
clare it  to  be  in  its  very  nature,  nor  the  lamentable  failure 
which  many  others  are  as  ready  to  aver  they  know  it  is 
here  and  elsewhere  ? 

We  might  just  as  well  say,  Better  for  the  world  if 
there  had  been  no  creation,  as  to  say,  Better  for  these  Ha- 
waiians  that  no  missionaries  had  ever  come  to  these  isl- 
ands. In  the  divinely  ordered  progress  of  human  events 
there  are  periods  of  activity,  pauses  of  rest.  Never  in 
the  history  of  the  missions,  to  which  this  Society  makes 
its  annual  appropriations,  has  there  been  a  period  of  great- 
er successful  activity  and  progressive  enterprise  than  the. 
present.  The  Providence  of  God  is  opening  wide  the 
doors  of  opportunity  for  usefulness,  and  the  Master  is 
calling  loudly  for  many  fresh  and  diligent  laborers  to 
enter  the  fields  so  ripe  for  the  harvesters.  From  the 
Marquesas,  the  Gilbert  Islands,  the  Marshall  Islands,  from 
Ponape,  and  now  from  the  islands  farther  to  the  west,  the 
word  comes  to  us,  "  Are  there  none  among  you  ready  to 
come  and  bring  to  us  the  help  we  need?  Are  there  no 
daughters  of  missionary  parentage  ready  to  take  up  the 
work  to  which  their  mothers  consecrated  their  lives,  and 
do  for  Micronesia  what  has  been  done  for  Hawaii  through 
the  girls'  boarding  schools  ?  Are  there  no  sons  of  mis- 
sionary parents,  who  above  all  the  allurements  of  worldly 
gain  can  be  moved  by  the  pitiable  condition  of  the  many 
dark  islands  of  the  North  Pacific  to  carry  to  them  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  ?" 

The  same  threat  questions  of  life  and    duty  recur  again 
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and  again  to  each  generation,  and  each  generation  must 
settle  for  itself  in  its  own  way  these  questions  of  scientific 
verity,  these  matters  of  religious  faith.  Let  us  to-night 
for  ourselves  in  the  atmosphere  of  missionary  life  that  is 
the  vital  breath  of  this  association,  ask  ourselves  anew 
the  question  of  the  importance  of  the  missionary  enter- 
prise, and  deepen  our  interest  in  it  by  reviving  afresh  the 
spirit  that  aroused  and  urged  on  the  earlier  workers. 

The  age  in  which  we  live  is  intellectually  a  critical  and 
a  speculative  age.  All  beliefs  are  subjected  to  the  sever- 
est scrutiny.  Much  of  the  boasted  advanced  thought  of 
the  age  has  very  properly  been  characterized  by  Tenny- 
son as  "  twilight  culture  lighted  through  a  slit."  To 
say  that  God  does  not  exist,  because  physical  science  can 
form  no  representation  of  spiritual  existence  is  as  great  a 
fallacy  as  to  say  "  a  bird  has  not  flown  over  a  desert,  be- 
cause it  has  left  no  foot  prints  on  the  sand."  This  is  an 
age  of  genteel  infidelity,  of  wide  spread  indifference  to 
spiritual  truth. 

But  indifference  is  not  true  liberality.  To  stigmatize 
as  narrow  and  dogmatic  men  who  look  at  truth  with 
both  eyes,  is  characteristic  of  these  who  claim  for  them- 
selves such  breadth  of  view  as  a  man  would  have  "  with 
an  eye  one  side  of  his  head  and  an  eye  on  the  other, 
but  unable  to  see  what  is  right  under  his  nose."  To 
have  no  settled  thought  about  the  great  questions  of 
faith  and  reason,  science  and  religion,  is  folly,  not  large- 
mindedness.  To  break  down  the  sides  of  one's  house  is 
not  to  give  one's  self  more  room,  but  to  destroy  the 
house.  The  new  Evangel  that  has  nothing  to  say  of 
God's  law  of  righteousness,  and  would  take  away  that 
fear  of  the  Lord  which  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom,  is 
not  the  Gospel  of  light  and  love  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

As  the  influence  of  Christian  truth  and  Christian  in- 
stitutions has  extended  more  widely  over  general  society, 
there  has  perhaps  been  been  a  diminishing  intensity  of 
feeling  on  some  points.  As  science  has  opened  wider  the 
domain  of  classified  knowledge,  there  has  been  a  disposi- 
tion to  ignore  as  of  no  account,  or  to  deny  as  of  no  scien- 
tific value   the   great   primary  truths,  which  are  common 
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to  all  departments  of  knowledge,  which  like  the  great 
blessings  of  air  and  rain  and  light,  cannot  be  appropriated 
by  any  one  as  his  individual  property.  Those  who  doubt 
or  deny  such  truths  as  the  existence  of  a  personal  4jod, 
the  spiritual  nature  of  man.  the  authoritative  utterances 
of  revealed  truth,  are  lauded  by  many  as  the  advanced 
thinkers  of  the  day.     As  Wordsworth  describes  such, 

"  One  that  has  neither  eyes  nor  ears; 
Himself  his  world,  and  his  own  God, 
One  that  would  peep  and  botanize 
Upon  his  mother's  grave: 
One  to  whose  smooth  rubbed  soul  can  cling, 
Nor  form  nor  feeling,  great  or  small, 
A  reasoning  self-sufficient  thing, 
An  intellectual  all-in-all." 

To  every  sincere  seeker  after  truth  the  whimsical  and 
flimsical  perverseness  of  belief  of  these  materialistic 
philosophizers  is  like  the  ludicrous  gtmes,  sack  racing, 
walking  backward  or  blindfold,  in  which  people  some- 
times indulge  for  sport,  rather  than  earnest  striving  for 
victory  in  contests  of  manly  strength.  If  man  is  assumed 
to  be  the  mere  resultant  of  certain  known  physical  forces, 
it  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  any  labor  for  the  salva- 
vation  of  souls  is  preposterously  absurd. 

I  turn  from  this  line  of  carping  criticism,  of  belittling 
dilettanteism,  of  shallow  indifferentism,  to  broader  and 
higher  views  of  life  and  duty.  For  that  is  the  truly  broad 
and  comprehensive  view  of  humanity  and  its  relations, 
which  takes  within  the  scope  of  its  thought  the  inner 
spiritual  domain  of  intellect,  sensibility,  and  will,  as  well 
as  the  outward  realm  of  sensations,  motions,  instincts — 
the  life  which  is  to  come,  as  well  as  that  which  now  is. 
It  is  only  as  we  believe  that  men  have  souls  to  be  saved 
or  lost  as  well  as  bodies  to  be  clothed  and  fed,  that  we 
can  even  begin  rightly  to  estimate  the  worth  of  one  single 
human  being.  It  is  only  as  we  believe  that  man  was 
made  for  communion  with  God,  to  be  like  Him,  and  to 
live  with  Him,  that  we  truly  apprehend  the  law  under 
which  we  live,  and  its  imperative  command,  "  Be  just,  be 
holy,  be  loving,  as  should  be  the  children  of  the  Eternal 
Father."  It  is  only  as  we  believe  the  truth  revealed  to  us 
by  God's  appointed   methods,  that  we  can  begin  to  appre- 
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ciate  the  greatness  of  that  salvation  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  unto  eternal  glory.  Only  as  we  allow  our  minds 
to  dwell  on  such  thoughts  as  the  nature  and  effects  of  sin, 
the  duty  of  repentance,  the  promised  mercy  of  God,  can 
we  begin  to  feel  and  act  in  reference  to  our  own  and 
other's  salvation  as  such  truths  should  prompt   us   to  do. 

There  was  one  occasion  when  the  Lord  Jesus  wanted 
to  pass  through  a  Samaritan  village  :  but  that  people 
refused  to  allow  one  who  was  on  his  way  to  Jerusalem  to 
come  within  their  village  limits.^  We  are  told  that  two 
of  his  disciples  at  once  asked  him  to  make  such  want  of 
humanity  the  occasion  of  immediate  punishment.  Let 
us  remember  Christ's  words  of  gracious  rebuke  of  such 
mistaken  partisanship,  his  declaration  of  the  true  Divine 
purpose  of  his  mission.  "  Ye  know  not  what  manner  of 
spirit  ye  are  of."  "  The  Son  of  man  hath  not  come  to 
destroy  men's  lives  but  to  save  them."  To  save  them  ! 
Oh  that  a  double  portion  of  the  spirit  of  our  Divine 
Master  might  rest  upon  all  the  disciples  of  Christ  here  ! 
Then  would  we  feel  and  act  as  Christ's  followers  should, 
and  be  as  wholly  devoted  as  was  he  to  one  great  work,  the 
salvation  of  souls.  Christ's  peculiar  people  are  not 
described  as  those  who  content  themselves  with  the  thought 
what  good  people  they  are,  how  many  good  things  they 
have  to  enjoy.  No.  They  are  zealous  of  good  works, 
looking  for  and  hasting  on  the  appearance  of  the  great 
God  and  Saviour,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

What  if  there  are  many  keen  enough  to  see  the  weak- 
nesses of  our  well-meant  but  often  ill-advised  labors  for 
the  salvation  of  souls,  and  quick  to  ridicule  such  weak- 
nesses ?  Is  ridicule  the  test  of  truth?  the  criterion  of 
excellence  ?  Is  the  power  of  sarcasm  so  beneficent  in  its 
influence  that  we  should  exalt  it  to  the  highest  place  of 
honor  in  our  esteem  ?  The  American  people  have  sent 
ship  loads  of  corn  to  the  starving  peasantry  «of  Ireland. 
There  are  human  beings  small  souled  enough  to  laugh  at 
the  queer  style  of  the  vessels'  rigging,  that  carried  the 
supplies  to  perishing  thousands  and  the  folly  of  trying  to 
feed  with  a  little  ground  maize  the  people  who  have  been 
accustomed  all  their  lives  to  a  generous  diet  of  potatoes  : 
or  sneeringly  to  ask  those  who  solicit  their  participation 
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in  this  philanthropic  enterprise,  is  it  worth  while  to  try 
to  save  the  lives  of  a  starving,  ignorant  peasantry?  There 
are  at  this  moment  in  all  the  degradation,  defilement,  and 
despair  of  Mahommedan  bigotry,  idolatrous  superstition, 
and  heathen  cruelty,  900  millions  of  our  fellow  men. 
Yet  any  attempt  to  carry  the  light  of  life  to  any  portion 
of  this  vast  multitude  can  to  some  minds  ofTord  only  a 
subject  for  merriment.  Oh  !  for  one  flash  of  light  from 
heaven  to  reveal  the  abominations  practiced  by  these  be- 
nighted heathen,  the  deeper  darkness  into  which  they  are 
being  dragged  body  and  soul  !     Are  they  worth  saving  ? 

As  a  ship  was  once  sailing  in  these  Pacific  seas,  those 
on  board  spied  a  sail  in  the  far  distance.  But  as  the  ves- 
sels neared  each  other,  no  signal  came  from  the  other  ship. 
Long  and  earnestly  did  the  officers  look  through  their 
glasses,  but  no  human  being  showed  himself  on  side  or 
rigging,  and  the  vessel  seemed  to  be  drifting  about  at  the 
chance  impulse  of  wind  or  wave.  Dropping  the  ship's 
boat,  it  was  quickly  manned,  and  the  crew  pulled  with  a 
will  to  reach  the  strange  vessel.  No  word  of  response 
came  to  their  hail  as  they  drew  near.  With  bated  breath 
they  clambered  up  the  ship's  side.  The  sight  that  met 
their  eyes  was  awful ;  the  stench  was  horrible.  Here  and 
there  lay  the  decaying  corpses  of  the  crew.  But  one 
body  seemed  to  show  a  faint  sembla  nee  of  life.  Stooping  to 
raise  the  pitiable  object,  the  eyes  feebly  opened  with  the 
glare  of  utter  weakness,  and  the  lips  faltered  out  the  almost 
inaudible  whisper,  "  There  is  another  man  below." 
And  sure  enough,  another  emaciated  form  was  found,  with 
the  breath  of  life  all  but  extinct.  A  little  food  and  drink 
was  given,  and  great  was  the  joy  of  the  rescuers,  when  by 
degrees  life  came  back  in  its  fullness  and  vigor  to  those 
survivors  of  a  famished  crew.  Who  will  ridicule  or  des- 
pise their  efforts  to  save  the  life  of  a  dying  sailor  ? 

Heathenism  is  like  that  drifting  ship,  ft  is  a  floating 
charnel  house.  From  their  awful  peril  of  spiritual  death, 
this  Hawaiian  people  have  been  providentially  rescued. 
As  hope  comes  to  them,  they  tell  us,  that  others  may  be 
saved  as  well,  "  There  is  another  below  you  can  save  too." 
Will  any  withhold  or  ridicule  any  efforts  to  save  the  dying 
heathen  ?     Are  their  souls  worth  saving  ? 


CONSTITUTION    AND    BY-LAWS  OF  TBE    HAWAIIAN   MISSION 
CHILDREN'S  SOCIETY. 

PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  Children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen  the  bond  of 
union  that  naturally  exists  amongst  us,  do  hereby  organ- 
ize ourselves  into  a  Social  Missionary  Society,  under 
the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Hawaii- 
an Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2  The  design  of  this  Society  is  to  cherish  and  pro- 
mote union  amongst  its  members,  to  cultivate  in  them  an 
active  missionary  spirit,  to  stir  them  up  to  good  works, 
and  more  especially  to  assist  in  the  support  of  Christian 
Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  a  Home,  and  a  For- 
eign Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  to  hold  office  for  one  year.  All  members  of  the 
Society  are  eligible  to  any  of  these  offices. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  President 
for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  two 
members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who,  together  with  the 
officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such  members  as  may 
be  chosen  by  the  Auxiliary  Societies  in  accordance  with 
Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  and  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are,  or  have  been 
members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to  these  Isl- 
ands, and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admitted  into  the  So- 
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ciety  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are  entitled  to  join  the 
Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
annually,  which  shall  constitute  one  an  Annual  Member,  or 
paying  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall 
constitute  one  a  Life  Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  person  not  included  in  the  6th  Article,  may 
be  permitted  to  join  the  Society  upon  the  same  terms  with 
those  who  are,  by  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
approved'  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident  else- 
where than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than  $25  annu- 
ally to  the  Treasury  of  this  Society,  may  form  an  "  Aux- 
iliary," (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life  Members  of  the 
Society,)  by  the  appointment  of  such  officers,  and  the  mak- 
ing of  such  regulations  as  they  may  wish,  provided,  how- 
ever, all  be  done  in  conformity  with  Article  2nd  of  the 
Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society,  pledging  not  less  than 
$100  per  annum,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annually  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Parent  Society, 
to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  Annual  Meeting. 

Art.  10.  Any  person  may  be  admitted- as  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Society  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Art.  11.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  action  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  the  Society,  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing. If  the  appeal  is  seconded,  such  action  may  be  revers- 
ed by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members- present. 

Art.  12.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting  on 
such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may  approve, 
and  an  Annual  Meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  13.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  mem- 
bership in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by  the  President 
and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer : 
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Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brothers  to  dwell 
together  in  unity. — Ps.  cxxm  :  1.

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Art.  14.  Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Constitution, 
may  be  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  such  alterations  or  additions 
having  been  handed  in,  in  writing,  at  the  previous  meeting 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  any  member  of  the  Society. 

BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I.— Of  the  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  ;  deliver  an  address  before  the  Society 
at  its  Annual  Meeting,  upon  vacating  his  office ;  appoint 
all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  sign  all  certifi- 
cates of  membership  ;  arrange  the  programme  of  exercises 
for  each  regular  meeting,  consulting  with  the  Chairmen  of 
the  various  committees,  and  he  may  convene  the  Society  to 
Special  Meetings  at  his  discretion.  He  shall  also  be  "  ex 
officio  "  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  2.  The  Vice  President  shall  audit  the  Annual  .Re- 
port of  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  at  its  sev- 
eral meetings,  and  make  out  an  abstract  report  of  the  pro- 
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ceedings  of  the  Society,  during  his  term  of  office,  at  its 
Annual  Meeting-.  He  shall  also  be  "ex  officio"  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  ;  and  shall  furnish  the  Treas- 
urer with  a  certified  copy  of  every  order  on  the  Treasury 
authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  carry  on 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and  abroad  ; 
take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Society  ;  ex- 
cepting the  files  of  the  Maile  Wreath,  and  report  at  its 
Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Society ;  pay  over  such  moneys 
as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such  expenses  as 
shall  have  been  incurred  by  their  order,  such  order  having 
the  signature  of  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  counter 
sign  all  certificates  of  membership  ;  and  shall,  at  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Society,  present  an  accurate  statemen 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Society  during 
the  year. 

ARTICLE  II.— Of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers to  superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the  Society 
not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  keep 
full  and  correct  minutes  of  all  its  own  proceedings. 

Sec  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to  bring  any 
business  before  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  make  known 
such  business  in  a  written  application  to  some  member  of 
the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it  before  the  Board  for  their  action 
thereon.  4 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applications  for 
membership  under  Articles 7  and  10  of  the  Constitution,  and 
also  upon  the  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read  before 
the  Society,  at  each  regular  meeting,  for  acceptance  and 
adoption. 

Sec  5.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers by  death,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  refilled  by  regular  elec- 
tion of  the  Society,  at  the  earliest  succeeding  meeting. 
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Sec.  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  as  the  Board  may  determine,  within  seven 
days  immediately  preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety. The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  note  the  members 
present  at  each. 

Sec  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called 
by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  by  three  members 
thereof. 

Sec  8.  A  majority  of  the  members  resident  in  Honolulu 
shall  constitute  a  working  quorum  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  expected  to  attend  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be  possible ; 
to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  as- 
signed to  them ;  to  collect  all  information  that  may  be  use- 
ful or  interesting  to  the  Society,  and  at  each  regular  meet- 
ing contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  according  to  their 
generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be 
opened  by  prayer  and  singing ;  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary ;  the  minutes 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be  read  and  acted 
upon  ;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  Treasurer;  the 
entertainment  provided  for  in  Article  5,  shall  then  be  in 
order ;  next  shall  follow  miscellaneous  business ;  after 
which  the  meeting  shall  be  closed  by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open  to 
such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as  being  in 
sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE  V. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Three  on  music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  the  profit- 
able entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Four,  consisting  of  two 
ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  every  four  months, 
to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be 
to  develope  more  fully  the  intellectual  resources  of  the  So- 
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ciety,  and  add  to  the  missionary  interest  of  each  monthly 
meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Two,  to  be  appointed  an- 
nually, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  the  Maile  Wreaths, 
after  they  are  read,  and  attend  to  their  circulation  over  the 
islands,  and  subsequently  to  binding  them  in  proper  form, 
and  be  responsible  for  their  safe  keeping. 

ARTICLE  VI.— .Rules  of  Order. 

Sec.  1.  In  miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall  speak 
more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time  without  permission  from 
the  Society. 

Sec  2.  In  all  other  points  of  order,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Manual. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting, 
notice  of  each  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  meet- 
ing next  preceding.
